GENERAL  DECLARATION.

At  all  times  nothing  can  be  more  natural,  and  at  this  timifi 
nothing  can  be  more  reasonable,  than  that  those  who  have 
common  rights  to  protects,  and  common  interest  to  defend, 
should  act  together  and  know  each  other.*  It  is  by  division 
that  the  benevolent  object  of  true  patriots  are  frustrated, 
and  their  best  and  noblest  efforts  for  the  public  good  de- 
feated. In  these  distant  but  important  appendages  of  our 
Great  Empire,  it  must  be  obvious  to  every  loyal  and  reflect* 
ing  mind,  that  a  union  of  intelligence,  an  increase  of  means, 
and  a  knowledge  of  each  other,  are  essential. 

The  LOYAL  ORANGE  ASSOCIATION  is  formed  by 
persons  desirous  of  supporting,  to  the  utmost  of  their  power, 
the  principle  and  practice  of  the  Christian  Religion, 
to  maintain  the  Laws  and  Constitution  of  the  Country, 
afford  assistance  to  distressed  members  of  the  Order,  and 
otherwise  promote  such  laudable  and  benevolent  purposes  as 
mxiy  tend  to  the  due  ordering  of  Beligion  and  Christian 
Charity,  and  the  supremacy  of  Law,  Obdeh  and  Constitu* 
TiONAL  Freedom. 

Its  members  associate  in  honor  of  King  William in,Prince 
tf  Orange,  whose  name  they  bear,  and  whose  immort&l 
memory  the^  hold  in  reverence,  tending,  as  he  did,  under 
Divine  Providence,  to  the  overthrow  of  the  most  oppressive 
bigotry,  and  the  reston^tion  of  pure  Religion  and  Liberty.

They  revere  the  memory  of  that  Immertal  Prince,  not  only 
as  a  Patriot,  a  Constitutional  Monarch,  and  a  Hero,  but 
as  a  true  Christian  ;  and  hope  in  the  adoption  of  hi^  name, 
t  J  emulate  his  virtues,  by  maintaining  Kelioion  without 
persecution,  or  trenching  upon  the  rights  of  any. 

The  Orange  Society  lays  no  claim  to  exclusive  Loyalty, 
or  exclusive  Protestantism  ;  but  it  admits  no  man  within 
its  pale  whose  principles  are  not  Loyal,  and  whose  croed  is 
not  Protestant. 

Disclaiming  an  intolerant  spirit,  the  Society  demands 
as  an  indispensable  qualification,  without  which  the  greatest 
and  the  wealthiest  may  seek  admission  in  vain,  tnat  the 
candidate  shall  be  deemed  incapable  of  persecuting  or  in- 
juring any  one  on  account  of  his  religious  opinions  ;  the 
duty  of  every  Orangeman  being  to  aid  and  defend  all  loyal 
subjects,  of  every  religious  persuasion,  in  the  enjoyment  of 
their  constitutional  rights. 

The  Rules  of  the  Society  are  open  not  only  to  the  members 
of  the  Institution,  Ibut  to  the  whole  community ;  there  iaf|| 
no  reserve,  except  the  signs  and  symbols  whereby  Orange- !|| 
men  know  each  other;  and  these  mysteries  are  essential  toi 
the  proper  qualiiication  of  the  Brotherhood,  the  recognition! 
of  the  members,    and  the  prevention  of  intrusion  and 
imposture  from  strangers  and  enemies.     The  Association 
is  general,  not  confined  to  any  particular  place,  person  or ' 
nation,  but   extends  itself  wherever  a   Loyal   Protestant 
Briton  i,s  to  be  found,  to  the  remotest  corners  of  the  globe, 
for  the  establishment  of  Protestant  Faith  and  British  Liberty 
to  the  latest  Ages  of  posterity.     Its  whole  Institution  is 
one  neighbourhood,  ^lithin  which  every  Orangeman  is  at 
home,  in  the  farthest  parts  of  the  world  ;  and  such  is  the 
meclianism  of  the  Association,  th^t  while  its  operations  are 
thus  extended,  its  every  movement  is  alike  felt  and  answer- 
ed in  every  part. 

In  short,  the  Orange  Constitution,  like  a  glorious  mor^,! 
luminary,  is  intended  to  pou>r  its  refulgence,  not  on  one 
part  only  of  the  ample  circunif  erence  of  the  British  Domin- 
ions, but  simultaneously  on  every  portion,  equally  enlight- 
ening the  whple  periphery. 
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The  Institution  in  these  Provinces,  can  never  be  suppress- 
ed, but  by  means  which  would  subvert  the  Constitution, 
and  annihilate  the  connection  with  the  Mother  Country. 

In  many  quarters,  where  the  true  nature  of  the  Orange 
Institution  is  not  properly  known,  its  designs  and  objects 
have  by  some  been  misunderstood,  and  by  others  misrepre- 
sented. From  the  name  it  bears — being  connected  in  every 
one's  mind  with  the  history  of  parties  in  Ireland,  some  are 
fipt  to  suppose  that  its  sphere  is  necessarily  confined  to 
that  country  ;  not  reflecting  that  an  instrument**  which 
has  been  chiefly  used  there  to  suppress  Rebellion,  repel 
Invasion,  and  secure  Domestic  Tranquility,  may  be  found 
equally  efficacious  to  loyal  men  of  all  countries,  in  pro- 
tecting their  lives,  liberties  and  properties.  The  Society 
is  constituted  upon  the  broadest  principles  of  National 
Freedom.  It  takes  its  stand  upon  the  glorious  principles  of 
the  Revolution  of  1688 ;  it  lays  its  foundation  in  the  field 
of  British  Liberty,  it  disdains  the  badge  of  Faction,  and 
knows  no  emblem  save  **  TAe  Altar  and  the  Throne.^^ 

As  the  Prince  of  Orange  was  invited  to  England  by  a 
coalition  of  parties,  who  united  from  a  common  sense  of 
their  sacred  duty,  to  preserve  their  Religion  and  Liberties, 
so  the  Orange  Society,  named  after  that  Immortal  Prince, 
invites  a  similar  combination,  and  calls  upon  the  sons  of 
Britain,  to  lay  aside  political  feuds,  and  like  their  illus- 
trious ancestors,  who  signed  and  sealed  the  great  Coven- 
ant  of  Freedom,  to  sacrifice  every  private  consideration, 
and  establish  a  Centralization  of  power  to  conserve  the 
great  blessings  and  privileges  which  we  enjoy  under 
British  connexion  upon  such  a  basis,  as  will  enable  every 
limb  and  fibre  to  receive  vitality  and  nourishment  from 
the  parent  stem,

QUALiriCATIONS  ESSENTIAL  FOR  A  MEMBER. 


He  should  have  a  sincere  love  and  veneration  for  his 
Almighty  Maker,  productive  of  those  lively  and  happy 
fruits — righteousness  and  obedience  to  His  commands ;  a 
firm  and  steadfast  faith  in  the  Saviour  of  the  woild,  con- 
vinced that  He  is  the  only  Mediator  between  a  sinful 
ci'eature  and  an  offended  Creator.  His  disposition  should 
be  humane  and  compassionate,  and  his  behaviour  kind  and 
conciliatory  ;  he  should  be  an  enemy  to  savage  brutality 
and  every  «pecies  of  unchristian  conduct;  a  lover  of  rational 
and  improving  society  :  faithfully  regarding  the  Protestant 
Religion,  and  sincerely  desirous  of  propagation  its  precepts 
(i.  e.)  charity  and  good  will  to  all  men.  Zealous  in  pro- 
moting the  honor,  happiness  and  prosperity  of  his  Queen 
and  Country ;  h'dartily  desirous  of  success  in  those  pursuits, 
vet  convinced  that  God  alone  can  grant  them.  He  should 
nave  a  hatred  of  cursing  and  swearing,  and  of  taking  the 
•  name  of  God  in  vain ;  he  should  use  all  opportunities  of 
di{i<;ouraging  them  among  his  Brethren,  and  shun  the 
society  of  all  persons  addicted  to  T these  shameful  practices. 
Prudence  should  guide  all  his  actions  ;  temperance,  sobriety 
and  honesty  direct  his  conduct ;  and  the  laudable  objects 
of  the  Association  be  the  motives  of  his  endeavours. 


CONSTITUTION  AND  L.AWS 


OP  THE 


LOYAL  ORANGE  ASSOCIATION 


OF  BRITISH  AMERICA. 


1.  Tlie  title  of  the  Society  is  **The  Loyal  Orange 
Association  of  British  America. 

2.  There  is  one  Grand  Lodge  ;  its  title  shall  be  *The 
Grand  Orange  Lodge  of  British  America." 

3.  There  are  Provincial  Grand  Lodges,^  having  juris- 
diction, territorial,  and  otherwise,  as  hereinafter  set  forth. 

4.  Each  Province  into  which  British  America  is  now 
or  may  hereafter  be  subdivided  for  the  purpose  of  civil 
government,  excepting  the  Province  of  Ontario,  which  shall 
be  divided  into  two  Provinces  for  the  purposes  of  this  sec- 
tion, shall  constitute  the  territorial  limits  of  each  Provincial 
Grand  Lodge  ;  provided  always  that  no  Warrant  shall  issue 
for  the  opening  of  a  Provincial  Grand  Lod^e  unless  there 
shall  be  at  least  seven  Private  Lodges  workmg  within  such 
Province ;  and  provided  further,  that  until  seven  Warrants 
Bhall  have  been  issued  and  are  working  in  any  Province, 
the  Lodges  in  such  Province  shall  be  under  the  direct  control 
and  management  of  The  Grand  Lodge. 

5.  All  Warrants  for  the  holding  of  Private  Lodges  shall 
be  granted  by  each  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  within  its 
jurisdiction,  but  such  Warrants  must  be  signed  by  The 
Grand  Master. 
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G.  In  every  County,  tlmre  may  ha  a  County  Lodge,  but 
the  Provincial  (Jrand  Lodge  havin;;jiniH(lictioii,  nmy  divide 
Buch  County  into  two  or  more  County  Lodges. 

7.  P^ach  Orange  County  Lodge  may  establish  within  its 
territ('>ry,  District  Lodges ;  provided  that  not  less  than  three 
Private  Lodges  sh'^U  )jo  necessary  to  constitute  a  iJisirict 
Lodge. 

• 

8.  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  composed  of  its  own  officers  : 
all  past  Clrand  Masters  of  good  standing  in  the  Order;  Grand 
Officers  of  Provincial  (ilrand  Lodges  ;  all  Past  Provincial 
Grand  Masters  of  gootl  standing  in  the  Order  ;  Past  Senior 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  (iranil^Secretaries,  Grand  Treasurers, 
and  Grand  Directors  of  Ceremonies,  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
who  shall  have  held  their  respective  offices  for  five  con- 
secutive years,  and  being  in  good  standing  in  the  Order  ; 
County  Masters,  and  District  Masters,  and  in  the  absence 
of  a  County  or  District  Master,  or  when  either  sits  and 
votes  in  any  other  capacity,  the  Deputy  Master,  or  Proxy 
duly  appointed  for  either  Lodge,  may  sit  and  vote  as  tlie 
representative  of  the  County  or  District. 

9.  The  Grand  Lodge  is  the  sole  depository  and  guardian 
of  the  symbols  and  mysteries  of  the  whole  Order ;  and  tlie 
source  of  supreme  legislation  for  the  good  government, 
uniformity  and  general  management  of  the  Association 
aiul  the  final  arbiter  in  all  matters  of  dispute. 

10.  No  change,  alteration,  addition,  or  omission,  shall  be 
made  in  the  Annual  Password,  or  in  the  Signs,  Symbols, 
Lectures,  Passwords,  Mysteries,  or  Forms  of  Introduction, 
except  by  The  Grand  Lodge. 

11.  No  change  or  alteration  shall  be  made  in  the  Con- 
stitution and  Laws  of  the  Order,  except  by  a  two  thirds 
vote  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  annual  meeting,  nor  unless 
notice  thereof  shall  have  been  given  at  tlie  preceding 
annual  meeting  ;  and  no  change  or  alteration  shall  be  con- 
sidered by  the  Grand  Lodge  until  after  such  proposed 
change  or  alteration  shall  have  been  submitted  in  writing, 
and  reported  upon  by  the  Committee  on  Oonstitntion  and 
Laws. 
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12.  IMio  (Jraiul  Lodge  uhall  meet  on  the  Hrst  Tuesday 
ill  the  iiiontli  of  .June,  in  every  year,  exuopt  as  hereinafter 
provided,  at  such  place  au  shall  he  iixcd  upon  at  the  next 
preceding  annual  iiiceting,  and  cle<!t  for  the  year  :  a  (iiainl 
Maister  and  S(»vuroign  ;  a  Deputy  (Irand  Master  ;  alrrand 
Chaplain;  a  (iranil  Secretary;  a  (irand  Treasurer;  a 
(irand  Lecturer,  and  o,  Urand  ])ireetor  of  L'eremoiiies  ; 
f»ne  Deputy  (irand  Secretary,  one  Deputy  (h'and 'J Veasurer, 
two  Deputy  (irand  Lectun^is,  aiui  iw^t  more  than  ten 
Deputy  (jrrand  Chaplains.  All  of  the  said  ofHcers  shall, 
by  virtue  of  such  office,  he  ir. embers  of  the  (irand  Lodge, 
and  entitled  to  sit  and  vote  tlierein,  so  long  as  they  shall 
hold  office,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  appointeil 
and  sworn  into  olhce  ;  and  thence  until  the  end  of  the 
then  present  session.  . 

L3.  No  Brother  shall  be  eligible  for  election  to  any 
office  in  The  (Irand  Lodge,  unless  he  is  entitled  to  sit  and 
vote  in  the  Grand  Lodge  at  th«  time  that  he  is  proposed 
for  otfice.  . 

14.  The  (jlrand  Master  and  Soverofcjn,  at  each  session 
of  the  Grano  Lodge,  shall  appoint  an  Inside  and  an  Out- 
side Tyler.  The  remuneration  of  the  Inside  Tyl^r  shall 
not  exceed  two  dollars  per  day,  and  that  of  the  Outside 
Tyler,  three  dollars  per  day. 

15.  Every  I'rovincial  Grand  Master  shall,  by  virtue  of 
his  office,  be  a  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  The  Grand  Lodge. 

16.  The  Grand  Master  and  Sovereign  may  call  a  special 
or  emergency  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  but  no  business 
except  that  for  which  such  special  or  emergency  meeting 
shall  have  been  called,  shall  be  transacted  thereat ;  and  may 
also  call  the  annual  meeting  at  an  earlier,  or  postpone  it 
to  a  later  day  than  that  fixed  l)y  section  12  of  this  consti- 
tution, in  which  case  notice  must  be  mailed  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  least  two  weeks  previous  to 
the  day  for  holding  such  meeting.

Master  ;  and  it  shall  rise  at  1  and  6,  p.  m.  respectively  on 
each  day  of  the  session;  and  resume  business  at  half -past 
2,  and  half-past  7,  p.  m.  respectively. 

21.  The  Grand  Master  shall  summon  a  meeting  cf  the

22.  When  The  Grand  Lodge  is  not  in  session,  the  affairs 
of  the  Institution  shall  be  directed  by  The  Gcand  Master 
and  Sovereign,  who  is  the  head,  whose  designation  shall 
be  **Most  Worshipful."  Whenever  his  jud^ent  may  be 
given,  it  shall  be  given  in  writing,  and  must  be  acted  upon 
until  reversed  by  The  Grand  Lodge. 

23.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Grand  Master 
by  death  or  resignation,  or  a  temporary  vacancy  by  absence 
f  ropi  British  America,  or  any  other  cause,  the  office,  with 
all  its  powers,  shall  be  filled  by  a  Deputy  Grand  Master,  in 
the  following  order  : — First,  by  The  Deputy  Grand  Master, 
and  then  by  the  next  Grand  Officer  in  the  order  of  preced- 
ence, 

24.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  The  Grand 
Lodge,  except  the  Auditing  Committee,  and  Committee  on 
the  Constitution  and  Laws,  which  Committees  shall  be 
appointed  by  The  Grand  Master. 

25.  The  Annual  shall  be  adopted  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  The  Grand  Lodge,  by  a  Committee  of  not  more  than 
three,  to  be  nominated  by  the  Grand  Master ;  and  when 
adopted,  the  Committee  shall  report  it  to  the  Grand  Master, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  communicate  the  same  to  the 
Provincial  Grand  Masters  present,  who  shall  communicate 

r  it,  or  cause  it  to  be  communicated  to  the  County  Masters 

'  within  their  Provinces ;  the  County  Masters  to  District 

Masters,   and  District    Masters  ^to  Masters  of    Private 

Lodges  not  in  arrears  for  dues ;  provided  always,  that  i^ 
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case  of  the  absence  of  any  Provincial  Grand  Master,  or 
other  Provincial  Grand  Officer,  the  Grand  Master  shall 
communicate  or  cause  the  Annual  to  be  communicated  to 
the  County  or  District  blasters  of  such  Pi:ovince  as  may 
be  then  present. 

26.  Masters  of  Lodges  shall  be  ex-qfficio  members  of  all 
Committees  of  the  Lodge  over  which  they  preside.    . 

27.  In  all  cases  where  pains  and  penalties  are  inflicted 
according  to  the  Constitution,  either  party  shall  have  the 
right  of  appeal  to  the  next  highest  Lodge,  and  so  on  to 
The  Grand  Lodge.        .  ^i 

28.  In  all  cases  when  a  brother  is  pronounced  guilty  of 
any  charge,  he  shall,  if  not  present,  be  notified  of  such 
finding  provided  it  be  practicable  to  do  so.        • 

'  29.  All  judgments  shall  be  final  unless  appealed  from 
within  two  months.  ^ 

30.  Upon  the  trial  of  any  brother,  the  evidence  shall 
be  taken  down  in  full. 

31.  All  appeals  must  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Master 
of  the  next  highest  Lodge,  within  two  months  after  con- 
viction, stating  the  grounds  of  appeal,  and  a  copy  of  such 
notice  of  appeal  shall  be  given,  by  the  brother  appealing,  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge  whose  decision  is  appealed  from, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  transmit,  without  delay,  a  full 
report  of  the  evidence  had  and  adduced  on  the  hearing  of 
such  case,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge  appealed  to.  ? 

32.  AH  Lodges  shall  make  an  annual  return  to  the 
District,  County,  or  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  within  whose 
jurisdiction  they  are,  as  hereinafter  provided,  according 
to  the  form  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  will, be 
found  in  the  Appendix  to  this  Book  of  Regulations.. vfjfF 

33.  All  Lclges,  when  working,  shall  be  guarded  by  an 
Inside  and  Otside  Tyler.  -^r?^^ 

34.  Each  Lodge  shall  pay  not  less  than  two  dollars 
annually  to  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge,  and  in  no  case 
shall  receive  the  Annual  until  this  Regulation  is  complied 
with.     Any  County  or  District  Officer  failing  to  transmit

Grand  Lodge  dues  to  the  proper  officer  appointed  to  receive 
the  same^  when  such  shall  have  been  entrusted  to  him,  or 
any  brother  failing  to  deliver  money  of  the  Order  intrusted 
to  him,  shall  be  brought  to  trial,  and  dealt  with  as  the 
Lodge  may  decide.

person  not  bein^  an  actual  member  in  attendance  on  some 
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lodge  of  the  Association,  under  warrant,  whether  the  facta 
transpired,  or  the  business  transacted  were  in  his  presence 
80  transacted  or  transpired,  or  whether  communicated  to 
him  by  a  brother,  or  who  shall  publish  or  cause  to  be  pub- 
lished any  proceedings  of  the  Lodge  without  the  sanction 
of  the  Lodge  or  the  Grand  Master,  given  in  writing,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  violation  of  his  obligation,  and  shall 
be  expelled,  or  otherwise  dealt  with  as  the  majority  of  the 
Lodge  shall  determine.

Seals,  Warrants,  Warrant  Plate,  Registers,  Rituals,  Books, 
Papers,  Correspondence;  and  other  property  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.  He  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Lodge,  and 
keep  a  correct  record  of  its  proceedings,  conduct  its  corres- 
pondence, attend  to  the  preparation  of  Warrants  and  Dis- 
pensations upon  application  duly  made,  distribute  to  the 
several  Provincial  Grand  Secretaries,  the  Rituals,  Forms, 
Annual  Reports,  and  other  printed  matter  of  The  Grand 
Lodge ;  prepare  for  the  use  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  The  Grand  Lodge,  an  alpha- 
betical list  of  the  members  of  The  Grand  Lodge,  with  the 
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office  or  poeition  held  by  each,  and  present  to  The  Grand 
LoAge,  at  each  annual  meeting  a  report  of  the  state  and

65.  The  Secretary  of  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  prepare  a 
return  of  all  the  officers  in  the  Association  that  he  has  re- 
ceived, that  would,  if  properly  qualiiied,  be  entitled  to  vote 
in  the  Grand  Lodge,  with  the  number  of  their  Lodge,  and 
the  District  and  County  to  which  each  officer  belongs,  for 
the  guidance  of  the  Committee  on  credentials. 

66.  The  Grand  Master  and  all  the  Grand  Officers  shall 
be  ex  officio  members  of  all  Lodges  they  may  visit,  and  en- 
titled to  exercise  all  the  rights  of  members,  except  in  the 
distribution  of  the  Lodge  funds,  the  election  of  omcers  and 
the  esf  ablishing  or  amending  the  By-Laws  of  the  Lodge. 

67i  The  preceding  section  shall  apply  to  Provincial

tors, appointed  by  the  Grand  Master  for  such  purpose.  He 
shall  furnish  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  Grand  Master, 
and  no  money  shall  be  paid  out  by  him  except  in  pursu- 
ance of  a  recommendation  from  the  Financial  Conmiittee, 
and  a  vote  of  The  Grand  Lodge,  or  on  the  written  order  of 
the  Grand  Master. 

69.  It  shall  be  the  Grand  Lecturer*s  duty  to  vfsit  every 
Provincial  Grand  Lodge  when  ordered  by  the  Grand  Master, 
and  give  Lectures  of  the  different  Degrees ;  and  for  that 
duty  he  shall  be  paid  his  expenses  by  the  Provincial  Grand 
Lodge  requiring  his  services. 

70.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Director  of

He  shall  have  charge  of  all  that  relates  to 
proceBsions,  and  public  ceremonialB.  He  shall  marshall 
and  arrange  all  Lodges,  Orders,  and  Decrees  of  the  Associa- 
tion according  to  law  and  usase,  and  take  charge  generally 
of  all  matters  which  may  relate  to  the  proper  order  of 
Lodges,  the  station  and  precedence  of  officers  and  members, 
and  the  dress  and  insignia  to  be  worn  by  them.  He  shall, 
when  required  by  the  Grand  Master,  proceed  in  advance  to 
the  place  where  the  Grand  Lodge  is  to  be  held,  and  make 
such  arrangements  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  holding  of 
such  Grand  Lodge.

Erepare  a  list  of  the  names  of  the  officers  that  may  ihave 
een  received,  with  the  ofiices  they  hold  in  the  Associjltion, 
and  the  number  of  the  Lodge  to  which  they  belong,  and 
also  a  statement  of  the  Lodges  in  their  Provinces,  marking 
opposite  to  the  number  of  each  Lodge  whether  such  Lodge 
is  in  arrears  or  not,  which  statement  shall  be  laid  before 
the  Committee  on  Credentials  on  the  first  day  of  the  annjial 
meeting.

1 15.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  District  Lodge  shall 
be  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  January  in  each  year. 

116.  Each  District  Lodge  shall  elect  for  the  year  a 
District  Master,  District  Deputy  Master,  District  Chaplain, 
District  Secretary,  District  Treasurer,  and  District  Director 
of  Ceremonies.  '    '

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117.  District  Masters  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  all 
Private  Lodges  within  their  jurisdiction,  and  shall  have  the 
right  to  vote  on  all  questions,  except  the  distribution  of 
I^dge  Funds,  Election  of  Otficors,  and  the  Framing  of 
By-Laws. 

118.  Each  District  Lodge  shall,  from  time  to  time,  fix 
its  own  place  of  meeting,  and  meet  as  often  as  it  deems 
necessary. 

119.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  District  Master  to  visit 
each  Lodge  in  his  District,  at  least  once  in  every  year,  and 
he  shall  have  power  to  correct  all  irregularities,  taking  for 
his  guide  the  Regulations  of  The  Grand  Lodge  and  Pro- 
vincial Grand  Lodge  ;  and  upon  his  being  duly  notified  in 
writing  by  any  Grand  or  Provincial  Grand  Ofhcer,  County 
Master,  or  Master  of  a  Private  Ix)dge  in  his  District,  of  the 
violation  of  any  law  or  regulation  by  a  private  Lodge  or 
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Mi\6ter  thereof,  in  his  ofticinl  capacity,  it  shall  bo  the 
imperative  duty  of  the  District  MaHter,  without  unnecessary 
delay,  to  take  effective  measures  for  the  investigation  and 
correction  of  all  sucli  violations. 

120.  The  District  Master  shall  have  the  power  to  cawsii 
any  subordinate  officer  of  a  District  Lodae,  or  officer  of  a 
Vrivate  Lodge,  to  be  summone<l  before  the  District  Lodge 
for  any  refusal  to  ol)ey  his  orders,  given  in  conformity  with 
the  Kules  and  Regulations  of  the  Association,  and  such 
summons  shall  be  proceeded  with,  in  manner  and  fonn,  as 
pointed  out  herein.

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127.  Any  person  being  an  Orangeman,  and  having 
withdrawn  from  constant  and  regular  attendance,  by  cer- 
tificate or  otherwise,  and  thereafter  being  deemed  guilty 
t)f  any  conduct  unworthy  the  character  o?  an  Orangeman^ 
his  case  shall  be  considered  by  the  District  Lodge  ;  and  if, 
after  such  consideration,  it  shall  be  decided  that  the  charge 
involves  expulsion,  then  he  shall  be  notified  by  the  District 
Secretary  tliat  the  charge  or  charges  will  be  heard  and 
examined  at  the  next  ensuing  Countv  Lodge,  and  that  he 
is  required  to  appear  with  his  certificate  to  answer  such 
charj^es.

128.  Any  Private  Lodge  not  meeting  for  six  consecu- 
tive months  shall  be  considered  dormant,  and  the  District 
Master  shall  have  power  to  demand  and  take  possession  of 
the  Warrant,  the  Lodge  chest,  and  all  other  property  of 
said  Lodge,  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of*  the  District

129.  In  case  of  a  dormant  Lod^e,  the  District  Lodge 
shall  have  power  to  grant  a  certificate  to  any  member 
thereof  who  was  in  ffood  standing,  upon  the  payment  of  a 
fee  of  one  dollar,  and  all  dues  which  ne  may  have  owed  to 
such  Lodge  at  the  time  it  became  dormant,  (such  fees  and 
dues  to  form  part  of  the  District  funds),  and  such  certi- 
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Hoate  must  be  senled  with  the  District  l^odge  seal,  and 
signed  by  the  District  Master,  Deputy  Master  and  Secre- 
tary. 

130.  The  powers  in  the  precetling  sections,  Nos.  128 
and  129,  shall  apply  to  County  Masters  and  County  Officers 
when  such  dormant  Lodge  is  not  situated  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  a  District,  but  has  been  working  under  the 
direct  guidance  of  a  County  Lodge. 

131.  District  Masters  shall  make  their  returns  to  the 
County  Master,  on  or  before  the  day  on  which  the  Annual 
Meeting  is  held,  together  with  the  names  of  the  Members 
suspended  or  expelled  from  any  Lodge  in  their  District, 
and  the  cause  of  such  suspension  or  expulsion. 
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PRIVATE  LODGES. 

132.  No  new  Lodge  shall  be  opened  until  a  Warrant 
haa  been  issued  for  it»  and  no  Lodge  shall  open  or  work 
unless  its  Warrant  is  placed  in  some  conspicuous  part  of 
the  Lodge  Room,  so  as  to  be  easily  seen  by  the  Brethren, 

133.  Five  Members  shall  constitute  a  quonim,  an<l  no 
Lodge  can  work  with  less  than  a  quorum  in  any  degree. 

134.  All  Lodges  must  have  a  Master,  a  Deputy  Master, 
a  Chaplain,  a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  a  Director  of 
Ceremonies  ;  and,  as  soon  as  possible,  five  Committeemen, 
and  such  other  Officers  as  its  By-laws  may  provide  for, 

136.  The  Order  of  Business  in  a  Private  Tx)dge  shall  bo 
as  laid  down  in  the  Rituals. 

136.  The  election  of  Officers  shall  take  place  at  the 
December  monthly  meeting  in  each  year,  and  the  Officers 
then  chosen  shall  be  then  and  there  installed,  and  at  once 
enter  on  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

137.  If  in  case  of  accident,  necessity  or  any  other 
cause,  an  election  should  not  take  place  at  the  time  speci- 
fied in  the  next  preceding  Rule,  then  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  Master  or  Senioi  Officer  for  the  time  being  to  call  a 
Special  Meeting  for  t  Lo  purpose,  as  early  as  possible,  or  to 
leave  such  eilection  to  the  monthly  meeting  in  January. 

138.  The  Master,  Deputy  Master,  Secretary,  Treasurer 
and  Senior  Committeeman^  must  have  the  Royal  Arch 
Degree. 

139.  In  case  of  a  change  of  Officers,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Past  Master,  on  the  night  of  Installation,  to  install 
the  Master  elect,  who  shall  then  install  the  other  Officers 
of  the  Lodge  in  accordance  with  the  Forms  laid  down  in 
the  E«gulatiQxi)s  and  Rituals  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
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W),  It  fthall  not  Ic  noceeaary  to  install  any  Officer  wlu» 
is  re-elocted  to  the  sumo  otlicu,  but  his  forinor  obligation 
shall  stand  good. 

141.  If  the  Last  Past  Master  is  not  present,  the  liAst 
Past  Deputy  Master,  or  any  Past  Master,  or  Past  Deputy 
Master,  or,  in  their  absence,  any  Past  Olliccr  shall  inbtall 
the  Master  elect,  or  Deputy  Maate»*  elect,  if  the  former 
shall  be  absent. 

142.  A  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  be  ffvATi' 
cient  to  elect  a  Master  and  tho  other  Officers. 

143.  In  case  of  the  resignation  or  death  of  the  Master 
elected  by  the  Lodge,  then  the  Deputy  Master  shall  take 
his  place,  and  the  Senior  Committeeman  shall  take  the 
place  of  the  Deputy  Master,  and  the  liodge  shall  elect 
another  Committeeman,  who  shall  be  the  Junior,  and  in 
case  of  a  vacancy  in  any  other  office,  tho  Lodge  shall  have 
the  power  to  fill  such  vacancy  by  electing  another  Brother 
to  fill  the  position. 


144.  Application  for  admission  into  the  Order  ^lust  be 
made  to  the  Lodge  nearest  the  place  of  residence  of  tho 
candidate,  and  must  be  in  writing  signed  by  the  candidate 
and  vouched  for  by  two  members  of  the  Lodge  in  good 
standing,  who  shall  sign  the  same  ;  provided  that  in  cities, 
towns  or  villages,  application  may  be  made  to  any  Lodge 
working  in  said  cities,  towns  or  villages  ;  provided  always 
that  a  candidate  may  be  admitted  into  any  Lodge  desirous 
of  receiving  him  to  membership,  upon  the  production  of  a 
certificate  from  the  Master  of  tho  Lodge  nearest  to  his 
place  of  residence,  that  he  is  a  fit  and  proper  person  to  be 
initiated.  Candidates  for  admission  must  be  at  least 
eighteen  years  of  age. 

145.  All  applications  for  admission  must  be  made  at 
one  meeting,  and  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Lodge  to  report  upon,  and  accepted  or  rejected  at  a 
subsequent  one,  excejit  in  case  of  extreme  necessity,  on  a 
dispensation  in  writing,  signed  by  The  Grand  Master,  or 
the  Provincial  Grand  Master,  which  shall  bo  entered  on 
the  minutes  of  the  Lodge. 
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.   146.     If    three    members    vote    against  a  person  who/ 
applies  for  admission,  he  shall  be  rejected  ;  if  less  than 
throe,  it  shall  bo  submitted  to  the  Committee  of  the  Lodge 
to  investigate  and  report.     The  Committee  shall  inquire 
into  the  candidate's  character  and  the  grounds  of  objection! 
of    the  opposin/?  Brethren,    and  shall  report  upon   both/ 
points.     If,  on  hearing  such  report,  three  mombers  vote 
nay,  the  candidate  shall  be  rejected ;  if  less,  admitted. 
Voting  to  be  viva  voce, 

147.  If  any  Master  or  acting  Master  initiate  a  candi- 
date in  violation  of  the  preceding  Rule,  he  shall  be  tried 
by  the  District  Lod^e,  on  complaint  being  made,  and  the 
District  Lodge  may  inflict  such  punishnient  as  it  deems 
sufficient ;  provided  always  that  the  offending  Brother 
shall  have  timely  notice  of  such  charge  being  preferred, 
and  when  and  where  the  case  will  be  tried.  And  the 
County  Lodge  may,  in  addition,  if  the  circumstances  of 
the  case  justify  it,  call  in  the  Warrant  of  the  Lodge  in 
which  such  initiation  or  advancement  was  had,  and  take 
possession  thereof  ;  provided,  always,  in  favor  of  Brethren 
who  have  been  so  admitted,  and  received  one  or  more 
Degrees,  not  knowing  that  they  were  unconstitutionally 
given,  that  they  may  make  application  to  the  Lodge  nearest 
their  place  of  residence  for  admission  as  Members,  and,  if 
admitted,  may,  on  filing  their  certificates  from  the  Lodge 
to  which  they  belonged,  be  registered  as  Members  of  such 
Lod^'c,  and  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  thereof,  and  of  all 
the  Degrees  they  have  received. 

148.  If  previous  to  or  at  the  time  of  voting  for  a  can- 
didate, it  shall  have  been  ascertained  that  such  candidate 
has  applied  to  two  or  more  Lodges,  it  shall  not  be  compe- 
tent to  withdraw  the  name  from  either  ;  but  the  Master 
of  that  Lodge  which  shall  first  meet  after  the  nomination, 
shall  direct  the  Secretary,  when  the  period  arrives  for 
voting  upon  the  nomination  in  question,  to  enter  the 
application  ^*  rejected  fur  double  application  f*  of  which 
proceeding  the  Master  of  the  other  Lodge  or  Lodges  to 
which  such  application  or  applications  had  oeen  made,  shall 
be  notified ;  and  when  the  name  of  the  candidate  comes 
up,  the  notification  from  the  Lodge  in  which  the  record  was 
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made  shall  be  read  and  entered,  and  shall  be  the  end  of  all 
action  on  the  ease  or  cases. 

149.  No  Lodge  shall  receive  any  Brother  to  membership 
without  his  first  having  deposited  his  certificate,  and 
having  in  writing  surrendered  all  right  to  it,  and  having 
been  accepted  in  open  Lodge. 

150.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  Lodge  to  admit  a 
Brother  who  is  not  a  regular  Member,  nor  to  allow  one  to 
deposit  his  Certificate,  when  such  Certificate  had  been 
obtained  surreptitiously  ;  and  in  no  case  shall  a  Lodge  bo 
rec^uired  to  return  a  Certificate  when  the  Master,  in  his 
opinion,  or  the  Lodge  in  its  opinion,  deems  that  the  good 
of  the  Society  requires  that  it  be  withheld  ;  provided 
always,  that  any  Certificated  Member  from  Great  Britain 
or  Ireland  shall  be  permitted  to  deposit  his  Certificate,  if 
such  Certificate  shall  appear  correct,  upon  taking  the 
Orajige  obligation,  and  swearing  that  he  received  the  Cer- 
tificate regularly,  and  that  he  is  the  man  whose  name 
appears  in  said  Certificate. 

151.  A  Lodge  shall  have  power  to  constitute  any 
Brother  belonging  to  such  Lodge  an  Honorary  Member, 
upon  such  terms  as  the  Lodge  may  direct. 

1 52.  IT^on  a  Member  being  initiated  or  joining  by  Cer- 
tificate, he  shall  receive  a  printed  copy  of  the  Constitution 
and  Rules  of  the  Order  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge. 

153.  A  Member  of  a  Private  Lodge  may  receive  a 
Degree  in  a  Lodge  of  which  he  is  not  a  Member,  on  the 
Certificate  of  the  Master  of  his  own  Lodge  to  the  Master 
of  such  other  Lodge  ;  provided  that  an  entry  of  such 
advancement  shall  be  made  in  the  Degree  Minute  Book  of 
the  Lodge  to  which  such  member  belongs,  and  that  such 
Member  shall  pay  to  his  own  Lodge  the  proper  fee  for  the 
Degree  previous  to  receiving  the  Master's  Certificate. 

154.  No  Brother  shall  be  advanced  to  a  Degree  unless 
well  versed  in  the  lecture  of  the  previous  degree,  nor  who   I 
is  guilty  of  habitually  cursing,  swearing,  or  drinking  to   j 
excess,  nor  who  has  not  in  all  matters  conducted  himself  ' 
as  he  should  have  done  in  those  already  conferred. 
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155.     The  fees  for  the  several  Degrees  shall  he  as  follows  * 
Orange,  $2  ;  Purple,  $1 ;  Blue,  $1  ;  Koyal  Arch  Mark,  $2. 


156.  No  Private  Lodge  shall  he  held  in  any  room  of  an 
hotel,  tavern,  or  sahio^^  nor  shall  any  intoxicating  liquor 
be  introduced  or  used  as  a  beverage  in  the  Lodge-room, 
either  before,  duriuij  or  after  the  closing  of  the  meeting, 
at  any  meeting  called  for  the  transaction  of  business  in 
connection  with  the  Society,  under  a  penalty  of  $2  for 
every  ofifence,  to  be  paid  to  the  District  Fund. 

157.  The  Master  of  a  Lodge  may  at  any  time  call  a 
Meeting  of  Emergency,  of  which  due  notice  shall  be  given. 

158.  Every  Lodge  shall  keep  on  file  a  book  of  the  Con- 
stitution, and  all  the  Reports  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
the  Secretary  shall,  from  time  to  time,  note  in  the  book 
of  the  Constitution  all  changes  made  thereiiu 

159.  Previous  to  the  opening  of  the  Lodge,  the  Master 
shall  cause  every  one  in  the  room  to  be  examined,  and  no 
one  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  while  the  Lodge  is  open 
who  is  not  a  Brother  in  goc  d  standing  in  a  Private  Lodge. 

160.  When  a  Member  has  l)een  initiated  he  shall  be 
put  in  charge  of  some  Brother  for  instruction  in  the  prin- 
ciples and  working  of  the  Order. 

J61.  The  Annual  shall  be  communicated  by  the  Master 
of  every  Private  Lodge  to  the  Members  of  his  liodge  hut 
he  is  strictly  forbidden  to  communicate  the  same  i'j  -.yiy 
Member  in  default  of  his  dues. 

162.  No  Member  shall  receive  the  Annual  at  any  Lodge 
bat  that  of  which  he  is  a  Member  ;  nor  shall  any  Brother 
give  the  Annual  to  any  Member,  except  the  Master  of  the 
Lodge  to  which  he  belongs,  unless  authorized  by  the 
Master  to  impart  it ;  nor  shall  any  Master  give  the  Annual 
to  any  Member  of  the  Order,  except  to  the  Members  of  his 
own  Lodge.  Any  Master  or  other  Officer  violating  this 
Rule,  shall  be  fined  $4  by  the  District  Lodge. 

163.  Any  Member  wishing  to  draw  his  certificate,  shall, 
in  the  first  place,  pay  not  less  than  fifty  cents  and  all  dues 
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and  charges  against  him,  which  having  been  paid,  the 
certificate  may  be  granted  forthwith,  in  case  of  necessity, 
by  the  Officers  of  the  T  odge,  provided  there  be  no  objec- 
tions to  the  Brother  receiving  his  certificate  ;  but  in  no 
case  shall  it  be  withheld  longer  than  one  month  from  the 
date  of  the  application  to  the  Lodge  in  Session,  if  there  be 
no  charge  of  impropriety  against  the  applicant,  or  no 
just  grounds  for  withholding  the  same  ;  and  provided  that 
after  demand,  the  Brother  may  leave  his  certificate 
unclaimed  and  continue  in  connection  by  a  regular  pay- 
ment of  his  dues,  which  sliali  act  as  a  rescinding  order  to 
the  original  grant  of  the  certificate. 

164.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  the 
records  of  the  Lodge,  to  enter  all  the  proceedings  in  the 
order  in  which  they  take  place  in  open  Lodge,  and  to  obtain 
the  Master's  signature,  after  approval  by  the  Lodge  at  the 
next  meeting,  he,  the  Secretary,  countersigning  the  same ; 
he  shall  make  out  all  returns  in  the  mamier  provided  by 
the  Grand  Lodge,  and  shall  conform  in  all  things  to  the 
Regulations,  in  keeping  hief  books  and  entries,  and  to 
perform  any  otlier  duties  that  his  own  Private  Lodge  may 
impose  upon  him. 

165.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys,  and  shall 
balance  his  accounts  as  often  as  the  By-Laws  of  his  own 
Private  Lodge  shall  direct,  and  shall  in  no  case  pay  mit 
money  without  the  order  or  under  the  regulations  of  the 
Lodge.  He  shall  aLso  be  the  guardian  of  all  the  other 
property  of  the  Lodge,  of  which  he  is  a  Member  (the 
Secretary's  books  and  papers  excepted),  unles«  *he  Lodge 
may  assign  such  duties  to  other  Officers. 

166.  The  Committee  shall  try  all  cases  of  a  violation  of 
the  Constitution  or  By-laws  which  shall  be  referred  to  it  ; 
they  shall  inquire  into  tlie  reputation  of  candidates, 
whether  submitted  to  them  by  a  negative  vote  or  not. 
They  are  to  be  guided  as  well  by  the  By-laws  of  their  own 
Lodge  as  by  the  llegulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the 
latter  governing  in  all  cases  where  provisions  are  made, 
and  the  report  of  such  Committee  may  either  be  confirmed, 
amended  or  rejected.     The  Committee  shall,  in  all  cases^ 
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rex^ort  by  res(>lution,  whicli  resohition  shall  set  forth  the 
conclusion  they  have  arrived  at,  from  the  testimony  before 
them,  with  their  recommendation  in  the  i)remises. 

167.  No  Tyler,  within  or  without,  shall  leave  his  post 
without  permission,  under  a  penalty  of  25  cents. 

168.  No  Tyler  shall  allow  a  Brother  to  leave  the  room 
withoiit  the  sanction  of  the  Master,  or  Deputy  Master, 
under  a  penalty  of  25  cents. 

169.  Any  Member  who  shall  be  in  default  of  dues, 
and  shall  remain  in  default  for  three  months  after  demand 
for  payment  has  been  made  upon  him,  may  be  suspended 
until  such  dues  are  paid.  . 

170.  The  Master,  or  presiding  Officer  of  the  Lodge, 
shall  after  the  dues  have  been  collected,  call  for  a  state- 
ment of  the  amount  of  receipts  for  the  evening ;  and  may 
call  for  a  return  of  all  those  who  have  been  six  montlis  in 
arrears,  and  direct  the  Treasurer  to  make  a  demand  for 
payment ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to 
make  such  demand  for  payment,  and  report  on  every  case, 
at  the  next  .Monthly  Meeting,  when  process  shall  be 
or  lered  to  issue  against  all  the  defaulters  to  appear  at  the 
next  Monthly  Meeting. 

171.  Any  Brother  charged  with  having  committed  a 
crime  meriting  the  penalty  of  expulsion,  shall  receive 
notice  of  his  trial  at  least  eight  daj^s  before  the  day  fixed, 
such  notice  to  be  in  writing.  He  shall  have  the  right, 
under  the  signature  of  the  Master,  to  compel  the  attend- 
ance of  any  Brother,  whether  a  Member  of  the  Lodge  or 
not,  and  any. Brother  so  summoned  as  a  witness,  shall 
attend,  under  a  penalty  of  ^1,  to  be  imposed  and  collected 
by  the  District  Lodge  for  District  purposes. 

172.  Whenever  it  may  be  deemed  necessary,  the 
Master  of  a  Lodge  shall  have  power  to  summon  or  cause 
to  be  summoned,  any  Orangeman  whether  belonging  to  his 
liodge  or  not,  or  whether  in  connection  or  not  (save  and 
except  suspended  or  expelled  Members),  to  give  evidence 
upon  the  trial  of  any  Brother,  and  any  Orangeman  refusing 
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to  attend  and  give  evidence  when  so  summoned,  shall  he 
liable  to  suspension  or  expulsion,  upon  conviction  by  the 
Committee  ot  the  Lodge  to  which  he  belongs  ;  and  if  not 
in  connection,  he  shall  be  tried  by  the  Lodge  whose 
summons  he  shall  have  disregarded. 

1 73.  In  all  cases  when  a  Brother  has  loft  the  country, 
having  defrauded  his  Lodge  or  having  committed  any 
offence,  for  which  he  would  be  liable  to  suspension  or 
expulsion,  he  shall,  upon  proof  of  the  same,  be  suspended 
or  expelled,  in  the  same  mamier  as  if  he  had  been  sum* 
moned. 

174.  Should  the  Brother  who  is  to  take  his  trial  fall  ta 
appear,  and  no  sufficient  reason  be  assigned,  the  trial  of  tho 
case  shall  be  proceeded  with,  upon  proof  of  his  having  beeU 
summoned  in  the  same  manner  as  if  he  were  actually  pro- 
sent. 

175.  The  names  of  all  persons  expelled  from  the  Society 
by  any  Private  Lodge  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  District 
Lodge,  together  with  the  cause  of  expulsion. 

17().  No  Member  of  a  Lodge  shall  absent  himself  fioui 
the  first  Meeting  in  December,  unless  by  special  permission 
from  the  Master,  under  the  penalty  of  25  cents. 

177.  Any  Brother  entering  a  Lodge  room  intoxicated 
shall  be  fined  $1  for  the  first  ofl'ence,  f5  for  the  second 
offence,  and  for  the  third  time  may  be  suspended  or  expelled. 

178.  Any  Brother  misbehaving  himself  during  the  sit- 
ting of  the  Lodge,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine,  to  be  imposed 
Ivy  the  Master,  not  to  exceed  $1,  and,  if  necessary,  the 
Master  may  order  him  to  withdraw  from  the  room,  which 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Brethren  present  to  carry  out. 

179.  Any  Brother  transacting  any  private  business,  or 
making  or  promising  to  make  any  bets,  or  laying  wagers 
in  open  Lodge,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
10  cents,  nor  more  than  |?1. 

ISO.  No  Brother  shall  leave  the  Lodi^e  lloom  after  the 
L«Klge  is  opened,  without  permission  from  the  Master  or 
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Deputy  Master ;  and  any  Brother  violating  this  Rule  shall 
l>o  summoned  to  appear  at  the  next  meeting,  and  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  25  cents,  nor  more  than  | 


181.  Any  Brother  not  attending  a  Lodge  when  a  general 
summons  is  issued,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  25  cents,  unless  he 
assigns  a  sufficient  reason  for  his  absence,  to  be  so  declared 
by  the  Master. 

182.  Any  Member  failing  to  attend  when  specially 
summoned,  may  hereafter  be  cited  to  appear  before  the 
Committee,  who,  after  having  investigated  the  charge, 
may  adjudge  the  Brother  to  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  $2, 
or  to  be  suspended  or  expelled  ;  judgment  to  be  reserved 
for  the  decision  of  the  Lodge. 

183.  Any  Brother  who  shall,  on  any  occasion,  or  at  any 
time,  so  conduct  himself  as  to  bring  discredit  or  dishonor 
upon  the  Association,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be 
subject  to  either  fine,  suspension  or  expulsion,  as  the 
Lodge  upon  the  report  of  the  Committee,  shall  determine. 

184.  All  fines  shall  be  ordered  to  be  collected  under 
the  written  authority  of  the  Master.  * 

185.  Any  dispute  arising  which  is  not  provided  for  by 
the  Eules  and  Regulations  of  the  Association,  shall  be 
decided  by  the  Master  or  Officer  presiding  at  the  time  ;  and 
the  parties  shall  submit  to  his  orders,  saving  the  right  of 
appeal,  in  the  first  instance  to  the  District,  secondly  to  the 
County,  then  to  The  Provincial  Grand  Lodge,  and  lastly 
to  The  Grand  Lodge. 

186.  All  dues  paid  by  Private  Lodges  shall  be  for  the 
year  ending  on  the  last  day  of  the  natural  year. 

187.  All  former  Constitutions  of  the  Loyal  Orange 
Association  shall  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed  and 
abolished.

By  Brother  Keyes,  Grand  Secretary  of  Ontario  West.  — 
Whether  when  a  Lodge  becomes  dormant,  and  the  Warrant 
comes  into  the  possession  of  the  County  Master,  can  it  be 
re-issued  by  the  County  Master  to  other  parties,  and  to 
another  part  of  the  County,  without  charge  ? 

Answer, — When  a  Warrant  becomes  dormant,  and  is 
called  in  by  the  County  Master,  it  no  longer  belongs  to  the 
County,  but  should  be  sent  to  the  proper  Grand  Officer  as 
soon  as  possible. 

By  Brother  Rev.  James  Norris. — Whether  it  is  constitu- 
tional, or  according  to  usage,  to  have  a  Degree  Lodge, 
established  in  connection  with  any  Lodges,  where  Degrees 
are  conferred  on  Members  of  different  Lodges,  without  a 
request  or  Certificate  from  the  Master  or  Masters  of  the 
Lodges  to  which  the  Candidate  belongs  ?

By  Bro.  George  Shier. — Has  a  County  Master,  District 
Master,  Master  of  a  Private  Lodge,  or  a  private  member 
of  a  Lodge,  a  right  to  hold  the  Lectures  of  the  various 
Degrees,  from  the  Orange  to  the  Royal  Scarlet? 

Answer. — Yes,  if  they  are  held  in  his  memory.  No,  if 
they  are  written,  or  in  any  way  committed  to  paper. 

By  Brother  Jos.  Doupe. — Whether  a  County  Master 
and  Grand  Officer  who  was  Master  of  a  Private  Lodge 
Av^hen  such  Private  Lodge  became  dormant  several  years 
figo,  said  Private  Lodge  was  since  resuscitated  and  sent  to 
a  different  County,  where  it  has  now  been  at  work  for  two 
or  more  years  ;  and  at  last  meeting  of  the  District  Lodge 
where  said  Private  Lodge  formerly  worked,  said  County 
Master  and  Grand  Officer  who  now  belongs  to  another 
Lodge,  was  allowed  by  ruling  of  the  District  Master  to 
take  part  in  proceedings  of  the  District  Lodge  as  Last  Past 
Master  of  said  Private  Lodge  now  at  work  in  a  different 
County.     Was  District  Master's  ruling  constitutional  ? 

Ansiver. — If  the  Lodge  was  declared  doimant,  sent  in 
to  the  Gnmd  Secretary  and  re-issued,  the  ruling  was 
wrong,  because  the  Lodge  was  to  all  intents  and  purposes 
a  new  one.  If  the  Warrant  was  never  returned,  Vnit  im- 
properly transferred  to  another  County,  then  such  resus- 
citation was  illegal,  and  the  Last  Past  Master  could  have 
HO  vote,  because  the  Lodge  would  be  illegally  at  work, . 
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By  Bro.  .fos.  Douim?. — Does  Rule  156  i)rohi))it  the  iiiti'ff- 
duction  of  intoxicating  liquors  into  a  Lodge  Room  or  its 
U80  as  a  beverage  therein  by  members  on  the  night  of 
meeting  after  the  Lodge  has  been  closed? 

Answer, — Yes. 

By  Bro.  Jos.  Doupe.  — Does  that  Rule  hold  if  the  Lodge 
be  held  in  a  Private  House  ? 

Answer — Yes. 

By  Bro.  Jos.  Doupe. — When  repeated  violations  of  the 
first  and  second  parts  of  that  Rule  have  been  clearly 
proven,  can  these  several  repeated  violations  be  classed  as 
only  one  offence,  or  is  it  an  offence  for  every  time  the 
violation  is  proven  ? 

Answer, — They  are  separate  and  distinct. 

By  Bro.  Doupe. — Is  it  lawful  for  a  District  or  County 
Lodge  to  inflict  a  penalty  different  from  that  set  forth 
in  the  Constitution,  where  a  specified  penalty  is  laid  down 
for  a  specified  offence,  clearly  proven  ?

By  Bro.  Beckwith,  G.  M.,  of  New  Brunswick. — Do  Sec- 
tions 81  and  58  of  the  Constitution  authorise  Provincial  and 
minor  Lodges  to  make  rules  for  the  meeting  of  Lodges 
more  frequently  than  once  a  month  ? 

Answer, — There  is  no  provision  in  the  Constitution  pre- 
venting the  Members  of  any  Lodge  adopting  Rules  pro- 
viding for  meetings  more  frequently  than  once  a  month, 
hence  it  would  not  be  inconsistent  with  Kules  81  and  58, 
to  adopt  rules  providing  for  such  meetings.  Section  158 
also  gives  power  to  a  Master  to  call  emergency  meetings. 

By  Bro.  J.  B.  McWilliams. — Is  it  contrary  to  Section 
No.  6%  of  the  Constitution,  for  the  Master  of  a  Private 
Lodge  to  call  upon  the  County  Master,  District  Master,  or 
any  Brother  qualified  to  give  Degrees  ? 

Answer, — A  Master  may  call  to  his  assistance  a  District 
or  County  Master,  who,  by  virtue  of  their  offices,  may 
assist  him  in  conferring  Degrees,  but  this  privilege  cannot 
be  extended  to  private  members. 

By  Bro.  Joshua  Breadner,  P.  G.  M.,  Province  of  Quebec. — 
Have  County  and  District  Masters  the  right  and  authority 
to  call  mi^etings  ^f  •m^rgency  of  their  respective  Lodges^ 
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when  they  think  it  desirable,  after  giving  due  notice  to 
the  Members  thereof  ?

By  Bro.  Lucas. — Is  it  legal  to  work  under  a  Warrant  if 
the  Master  be  expelled? 

Answer, — Yes.  The  expulsion  of  the  Master  does  not 
render  the  Warrant  illegal,  for  the  Deputy  Master  becomes 
Master  at  once  by  virtue  af  his  office. 

By  Bro.  A.  Dawson,  G.  C. — Can  a  Lodge  be  regarded  as 
legal,  whose  Master  to  whom  the  Warrant  was  granted, 
had  not  and  has  not  obtained  his  Certificate  from  the  Lodge 
to  which  he  formerly  belonged  ? 

Answer, — No.  The  Wai  ant  should  not  have  been 
issued  to  a  Brother  who  n3ver  received  his  Certificate, 
and  the  District  and  County  Masters  who  recommended  its 
issue,  failed   in  their  duiy.     The  Warrant  need  not  be 
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called  in,  but  they  should  at  once  elect  a  Mast«p  from 
among  the  Brethren  who  are  legally  in  connection  with 
the  Lodge. 

By  Brother  Robert  Birmingham,  District  Secretary  o? 
Toronto— 

Is  the  decision  of  a  Private  Lodge  not  final  until  re'\'/?'ed 

by  a  higher  Lodge,  even  when  an  appeal  is  made  ? 

.If 

Ansfver^-^Yoa,  until  set  aside  by  a  higher  power,  under 
appeal. 

Is  the  decision  of  a  District  Lodge  not  final  until  reversed 
by  a  higher  Lodge,  even  when  an  appeal  is  entered  ? 

Answer. — Yes, until  set  aside  under  an  appeal ;  that  is,  if 
it  be  a  case  in  which  the  decision  of  the  District  Lodge 
has  been  only  sought. 

What  is  the  proper  course  to  pursue  if  a  Private  Lodge 
refuses  to  abide  by  the  decision  of  the  District? 

Answer. — A  Private  Lodge  is  not  obliged  to  abide  by  the 
decision  of  a  District  Lodge,  if  that  decision  be  ^ven  in 
the  case  of  an  appeal  against  the  action  of  a  jPrivate 
Lodge,  until  the  decision  of  the  District  Lodge  shall  have 
been  sustained  by  all  the  higher  Lodges ;  i.  «.,  if  the 
Private  Lodge  appeals  against  such  decision.  If  it  does  nor  .. 
appeal,  then  it  must  abide  by  the  decision  of  the  District, 
or  subject  itself  to  be  struck  oil  the  roll,  and  have  the 
Warrant  cancelled. 

Is  the  decision  of  a  District  Lodge  not  final  until  reversed 
by  a  higher  Lodge,  even  if  the  whole  of  the  Private  Lodge 
enter  an  appeal,  if  the  case  has  been  properly  tried  ? 

Answer, — No.  Not  if  the  decision  of  the  District  Lodge> 
has  been  given  in  the  case  of  an  appeal  from  a  judgment 
of  the  Private  Lodge.  The  decision  and  sentence  of  th* 
Private  Lodge    remain  in  full  force  and  efiTect  until  set 
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aside  by  the  highest  Lodge  to  which  it  has  been  appealed. 
If,  however,  the  decision  be  an  original  one,  not  based 
upon  an  appeal,  it  is  final  until  reversed  by  a  higher 
Lodge. 

By  the  Rev.  A.  Dawson. — Has  an  ofiicer  of  a  Private 
Lodge  the  right  to  sit  and  vote  in  a  District  Lodge,  when 
the  Grand  Lodge  Return,  and  all  legal  dues  are  not  paid  ? 
If  so,  does  the  same  rule  apply  to  County  Lodge? 

Answer. — No  officer  of  a  Private  Lodge  has  a  right  to  sit 
and  vote  in  a  District  or  County  Lodge  unless  the  Grand 
Lodge  Return  shall  have  been  made,  and  all  legal  dues 
paid,  nor  can  any  officer  of  a  District  Lodge  sit  and  vote  in 
a  County  Lodge  unless  the  District  Return  be  niade  and 
the  dues  received  and  paid.

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Report  upon  the  Organization  of  the  Orange  Young 
Britons  adopted  by  the  Most  Worshipful  Gran5 
Lodge,  4th  June,  1873. 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand  Lodge — The  Com- 
mittee appointed  to  consider  whether  it  is  advisable  to 
continue  the  organization  of  the  Orange  Young  Britons 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  after  giving  the 
subject  their  most  careful  consideration,  have  adopted  the 
Preamble  to  the  present  Constitution,  which  is  in  the 
followirg  words :  • 

**  Whereas,  it  is  advisable  to  encourage  the  growth  of 
Loyal  Orange  principles  among  the  youth  of  this  country, 
by  the  organization  of  Orange  Young  Briton  Lodges  under 
charters  from  the  M.  W.  the  Grand  Lodge  ;'* 

Therefore  be  it  be  resolved  : 

That  Warants  shall  be  issued  for  that  purpose,  subject 
to  the  fo^ lowing  rules  and  regulations : 

1st.  All  applications  for  Warrants  to  establish  Young 
Triton  Lodges,  shall  be  made  by  not  less  than  ten  persons, 
enclosing  five  dollars,  the  fee  for  the  Warrant,  and  setting 
forth  the  name  of  the  person  that  is  to  be  the  master  ;  and 
it  shall  be  forwarded  through  the  same  officers  as  an  appli- 
cation for  a  Warrant  for  a  Private  Orange  Lodge. 

2d.  No  candidate  under  fourteen  years  of  age  shall  be 
admitted  a  Member  of  a  Young  Briton  Lodge. 

.  3d.  Every  District  Orange  Lodge  having  one  or  more 
Lodges  of  Orange  Young  Britons  within  its  jurisdiction, 
shall  on  the  occasion  of  any  public  procession  of  the  Orange 
Association,  assim  a  place  therein  for  the  Orange  Young 
Britans,  who  shaU  inami  in  the  place  so  assigned  them. 
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4th.  When  a  Warrant  is  issued  for  holding  a  Lodffe  •£ 
Orange  Young  Britons,  the  District  Master  shall  nave 
power  to  investigate  all  cases  of  irregularity  Trhich  may 
come  to  his  knowledge,  and  to  •orrect  the  same  in  such 
way  and  manner  as  to  him  may  seem  meet,  subject, 
however,  to  an  appeal  to  the  Grand  Orange  Lodge  of 
British  America. 

5th.  Any  member  of  a-  Young  Briton  Lodge  who  shall 
feel  himself  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of  the  Lodge  in  any 
case,  may  appeal  to  the  District  Master,  and  either  party 
who  may  feel  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of  the  District 
Master,  may  appeal  from  his  decision  to  the  Provincial 
Grand  Master.  The  procedure  in  such  cases  shall  be  the 
same  as  in  cases  of  appeal  in  the  Orange  Association. 

6th.  All  Orange  Young  Briton  Lodges  shall  have  power 
to  divide  themselves  into  Counties  and  Districts,  with  a 
Grand  Lodge,  and  to  make  any  By-laws,  rules  or  regulatio4S 
necessary  for  the  good  conduct  and  internal  government 
of  the  Lodges,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and 
Laws  of  the. Grand  Orange  Lodge,  or  with  those  laws  and 
regulations. 

7th.  No  member  of  a  Young  Briton  Lodge  shall  wear 
any  regalia  adopted  by  the  Lodge,  except  in  the  Lodge 
Room,  or  in  public  procession  with  his  Lodge. 

8th.  The  designation,  duties,  terms  of  office,  time  of 
election,  installation,  and  order  of  procedure  in  the  Young 
Briton  Lodges,  shall  be  the  same  as  in  Private  Lodges  of 
the  Orange  Association. 

9fch.  No  meeting  of  a  Young  Briton  Lodge  shall  he  held 
in  any  room  of  any  Hotel,  Tavern,  or  Saloon,  nor  shall 
any  intoxicating  liquors  be  allowed  in  any  Lodge  Room,  or 
be  paid  for  out  of  the  funds  of  any  Young  Briton  Lodge. 

10th.  Any  Orange' Tbung  Briton  entering  a  Lodge  Room 
in  a  state  of  intoxication  shall  be  expelled,  or  otherwisQ 
dealt  with  as  a  majority  of  the  Lodge  may  decide. 

11th.     Any  Orange  Young  Briton  becoming  iutoxieated, 
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or  in  any  other  way  misbehaving  himself  on  the  12th  day 
of  July,  or  any  other  day,  or  occasion,  when  appearing  in 
a  public  procession  with  the  regalia,  shall  be  expelled  or 
otherwise  dealt  with  as  a  majority  of  the  Lodge  may 
determine, 

12th.  The  Master  of  every  Orange  District  Lodge  shall 
be  ex-officio,  the  guardian  of  all  Young  Briton  Lodges  within 
his  jurisdiction  as  District  Master,  but  in  addition  to  thd 
District  Master,  every  Orange  Young  Briton  Lodge  may 
elect  annually  a  member  of  the  Orange  Association  as  the 
Junior  Guardian  of  the  Lodge. 

13th.  !N"ot  less  than  seven  Members  shall  form  a  quortiiii 
for  the  transaction  of  business  in  a  Young  Briton  Lodge. 

14th.  The  Rules  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  America, 
as  far  as  practicable,  shall  apply  to,  regulate  and  govern 
the  conduct  and  proceedings  of  all  Young  Briton  Lodges. 

15th.  Should  any  question  arise  in  the  conduct  or  gov- 
ernment of  any  Young  Briton  Lodge,  for  which  no  special 
provision  is  made,  the  instruction  of  the  Most  Worshipful 
Grand  Master  shall  be  called  for,  and  his  decision  final. 

16th.  Upon  complaint  being  made  to  the  Provincial 
Grand  Master  that  any  Young  Briton  Lodge  within  his 
jurisdiction  is  not  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  Con- 
stitution, it  shall  be  his  duty  to  investigate  or  to  cause  the 
complaint  to  be  investigated  by  such  person  or  persons, 
and  ui  such  manner  as  he  shall  deem  proper,  and  if  it  shall 
be  found  correct,  he  shall  report  the  facts  to  the  M.  W. 
the  Grand  Master,  who  shall  forthwith  cancel  the  Warrant, 
or  give  such  other  instructions  in  reference  thereto  as  in 
his  judgment  may  seem  meet. 

17th.  A  yearly  password  shall  be  adopted  for  the  Orange 
Young  Britons  by  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  Grand 
Lodge,  to  adopt  an  annual,  and  promulgate  it  by  sending 
it  to  the  Grand  Master  •f  the  Orange  Ytung  Britons,  who 
shall  send  it  to  the  guardians  of  Young  Briton  Lodges. 

18th.   A  fee  of  $1.00  per  anniim  shall  be  paid  by  each^ 
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Young  Briton  Lodge  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British 
Anioria,  and  any  Lodgo  in  arrears  of  said  annual  fee  shall 
not  be  entitled  to  receive  the  yearly  password  until  such 
fees  shall  be  paid.         ^  •     " 

lyth.  The  Committee  recommend  a  special  Committee 
to  be  appointed,  consisting  of  Bros.  Gowan,  Bennett,  and 
Marshall,  to  confer  with  the  Orange  Young  Britons  or  any 
Committee  by  them  to  be  appointed  in  reference  to  signs, 
passwords  and  rituals,  such  conference  to  be  held  in 
Toronto,  and  the  decision  by  it  arrived  at,  to  be  submitted 
to  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  and  to  be  subject 
to  amendment  by  him  and  to  his  approval.  The  ritual, 
when  finally  settled,  to  be  printed  under  the  direction  of 
the  Grand  Master. 

All  former  constitutions  for  the  organization  of  Orange 
Young  Britons  are  hereby  repealed  and  abolished. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

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Report  of  Committee  on  Regalia  adopted  by  the  Most 
"Worshipful  Grand  Lodge,  2d  June,  1875. 

' '  ■> 

Brethren, — Your  Committee  to  whom  was  entnisted 
the  vexed  question  of  Regalia,  teg  leave  to  report :  Your 
Committee  think  it  a  happy  omen  that  we  have  been 
unanimous  in  coming  to  the  following  decision.  Your 
Committee  think  that  the  time  has  fully  come  when  thin 
Grand  Lodge  should  adopt  a  uniform  Regalia;  wanting 
this  our  processions  fail  to  favorably  impress  the  public, 
and  the  grotesque  and  ridiculous  things  often  worn  as 
Regalia  make  a  laughing  gtock  not  only  of  those  who  wear 
them,  but  of  the  Association.  W«  would  not  recommend 
that  any  comjyulsory  theasures  be  immediately  enforced  but 
that  when  any  Lodge  or  individual  buys  new  Regalia  it 
shall  be  according  to  the  following  regulations  : 

To  make  a  distinction  between  officers  and  private 
members,  we  recommend  that  officers  wear  Collars,  and 
private  members  Sashes.  That  officers  ot  Private  Lodges 
shall  wear  Collars  made  of  Orange  Velvet,  trimmed  with 
Gold  Lace,  or  Fringe,  or  both. 

That  members  of  Private  Lodges  having  obtained  the 
Orange  Degree  only  shall  wear  an  Orange  Sash  made  of 
silk  ribbon  four  inches  Avide,  trimmed  at  end  with  Orange 
Silk  Fringe  or  Gold  Fringe. 

That  members  having  obtained  the  Blue,  Purple  and  Arch 
Purple,  shall  wear  a  Sash  with  Orange  ground,  and  Blue 
or  Purple  Stripes  in  it,  said  Sash  to  be  made  of  Ribbon 
four  and  a  half  inches  wide,  trimmed  with  Orange  Silk 
Fringe  or  Gold  Fringe  at  wids. 
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That  members  having  the  Scarlet  shall  wear  a  Searlet 
Sash  made  of  Ribbon  four  and  a  half  inches  wide,  trimmed 
either  with  Scarlet  Silk  Fringe  or  Gold  Fringe. 

All  those  Sashes  to  be  worn  from  left  to  right. 

That  officers  shall  wear  on  the  right  breast  of  their 
Collars  jewels  which  shall  be  distinctive  of  their  offices. 
The  jewel  to  be  worn  by  a  Master  being  two  Gavels  crossed; 
by  a  Deputy  Master  one  Gavel ;  by  a  Secretary  two  Pens 
crossed  ;  bjr  a  Treasurer  two  Keys  crossed  ;  by  a  Chaplain 
an  Open  Bible  ;  by  a  Director  of  Ceremonies  two  Wanda 
crossed ;  by  a  'J'yler  two  Swords  crossed.  Thes^j'ewels  to 
be  made  of  Silver  or  Gold  as  preferred.  .,j^ 

That  officers  of  a  District  Lodge  shall  wear  Collars  made 
of  dark  blue  Velvet,  trimmed  with  Gold  Lace  and  Fringe. 

That  officers  of  a  County  Lodge  shall  wear  Collars  made 
fif  JPurple  Velvet,  trimmed  with  Gold  Lace  and  Fringe. 

That  officers  of  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  shall  wear  a 
'Scarlet  Velvet  Collar,  trimmed  with  Gold  Fringe  and  Lace. 

That  officers  of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  shall 
wear  a  Scarlet  Velvet  Collar,  embroidered  in  Gold,  the 
design  of  the  embroidering  being  the  Rose,  Thistle,  Sham- 
rock and  Maple  Leaves  entwined,  richly  trimmed  with 
Gold  Lace  and  Fringe.  .  <  •    .t 

That  in  the  case  of  officers  of  the  Provincial  and  Most 
Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  the  jewels  shall  be  worn  attached 
to  a  ribbon  of  Orange  color  worn  around  the  neck. 

That  the  wearing  of  Gowns,  Badges,  and  all  other 
numerous  things  at  present  worn  be  discontinued.     ,  .5 

Your  Committee  in  making  these  suggestions,  think  that 
by  their  adoption  we  will  in  a  few  years  see  the  Orange 
Society  with  its  tens  of  thousands  of  members,  suitably 
clad,  and  presenting  an  appearance  which  will  reflect  credit 
on  them  and  the  influential  Society  they  represent.  We 
are    encouraged    in    making    these    suggestions    by  the 
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presence  of  brethren  on  our  Committee  representing  fivo 
Provincial  Gjancl  Lodges,  and  from  each  of  these  wo  learn 
the  growing  and  intense  desire  there  is  that  your  Grand 
Lodge  should  legislate  on  a  subject  so  important. 

The  obiection  maj^  be  urged  that  all  will  not  at  once  fall 
in  with  these  views  of  your  Committee  ;  this  is  no  doubt 
true,  and  the  work  will  he  one  of  time.  We  think,  how- 
ever, that  if  these  regulations  be  adopted  Brethren  gettinc^ 
new  regalia  will  have  these  regulations  to  guide  them  ancl 
will  adopt  them.
